Talmadge Foe, 71, Verdict Given 


To President 
In Spy Case 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—()-~ 
President Roosevelt received from 
‘his special military commission 
today a verdict in the case of the 
‘eight alleged Nazi saboteurs who 
landed in this country from Ger- 
man U-boats. 

Although the President is not 
expected to announce the findings 
for several days, the wording of 


a communique issued by the com- 
mission seemed to indicate that 
some, if got all, of the men had 
been convicted. 

“The commission reconvened at 
11:05 a. m.,” the communique said. 
“The commission announced that 
the findings and sentence will not 
be announced by it. The commis 
sion adjourned at 11:07 to meet at 
the call of the President.” 

The fact that the word “sen- 
tence” was included in the com- 
munique indicated convictions. 

This afternoon the findings were 
delivered to the White House in 
four thick inanila envelopes which, 
if stacked on top of one another, 
probably would reach a height of 
two feet.

Ellis Arnall has promised, when elected 
Governor of Georgia, to restore the Georgia 
school system to its proper accredited standing. 

President Harmon Caldwell, in denying 
without any reservation, the Governor’s charges 
of racial influences at the university, spoke of 
the fact that loss of the accredited standing 
would mean the demoralization and, finally, 
the disintegration of the university. 

Let us take another phase of it.. What does 
it mean, in dollars and cents, to the business- 
men of the Georgia cities which have branches 
of the system? 

Let us take a look at the facts. 


The University System of Georgia consists 
of 19 separate colleges and universities, located 
in 16 Georgia communities. Of these 16 com- 
munities, only Atlanta, with Georgia Tech, the 
Atlanta Extension Center, and the General 
Education Division, and Tifton, with the Abra- 
bam Baldwin Agricultural College and the 
Georgia Coastal Plain Experiment Station, 
have more than one college. Other Georgia 
rommuntiies with colleges include Athens, Au- 
gusta, Milledgevill, Statesboro, Americus, Val- 
dosta, Carrolton, Cochran, Dahlonega, Douglas, 
Griffin, Savannah, Fort Valley and Albany. 

The colleges in every single one of these 
tities, by the ruthless acts of Eugene Tal- 
madge, will lose their national standing if Gov- 
ernor Talmadge and his policies are continued 
in office. 

Let us for the moment forget the shame 
and the sense of outraged decency which have 
now replaced the pride and love which Georgia 
college communities felt for their institutions. 
Let us instead think only of money, of cold, 
hard cash, of that “economy” of which the Gov- 
ernor’ talks so loosely. What purely financial 
damage would be wreaked upon Georgia com- 
munities if Talmadge is left free to destroy 
the colleges? | 

The amount of money spent in the com- 
munity varies, naturally, with the number of 
students in the college and the local cost of 
living. The city of Statesboro, for example, has 
up to now lost only a little more than $12,000 
by the Governor's actions. This represents 
money that was last year spent in that city by 


students who have since left for accredited col- 
e 


leges. 
At Georgia Tech a recent survey showed 


that of some 2,800 students enrolled, approxi- 
mately 1,300 come from outside the state, pri- 
marily from Florida, the Carolinas, Mississippi, 
and other southern states. These out-of-state 
students alone bring into the city of Atlanta 
a total of $650,000 each year to be spent on 
room rent, food, clothes, and entertainment. 
That money Mr. Talmadge will drive away. 
The same out-of-state students spend on fees 
at Georgia Tech approximately $340,000 per 
year. If Talmadge succeeds in driving these 
students from the state, the city of Atlanta 
alone will lose a total 
brought in from outside Georgia. é 

At Tech, as at all other state colleges, stu- 
Gents from out of the state pay ‘fees almost 
twice as high as those Georgia boygypay. This 
extra fee makes it possible for Georgia students 
to pay fees far smaller than they would other- 
wisé have to pay; it thereby enables many poor 
boys in Georgia to attend college. All this{ 
Talmadge will destroy if he is left to his will. 

Georgia boys at Tech pay into the state 
coffers in the form of fees approximately $225,- 
000; they pay to Atlanta merchants approxi- 
mately $750,000 per year. All Tech students 
combined bring into the state and Atlanta 
pockets almost $2,000,000 each year. All this 
Talmadge is trying to destroy. 

Think, if you will, of the effect on Athens, 
on Dogglas, on Statesboro, on Tifton, on Ameri- 
cus, on Dahlonega, on other Georgia towns, when 
this tremendous buying power is irrevocably 
criven from the people of those communities.

Georgians Enlist 

Significant is the news that a record-break- 
ing total of 1,811 Georgians enlisted in the 
United States Navy during the month of July 
—approximately twice as many as volunteered 
the month after the Japanese attack on Pearl 
Harbor.

‘Since the inauguration of se- 
lective service this state has ranked high na- 
tionally with volunteer enlistments into the 
Army and Navy. The record-breaking number 
of Navy enlistments for the month just passed 
removes any doubt that Pearl Harbor will be 
forgotten. It implies that in the eighth month 
of the war Georgia is more resolved than ever 
to win the war. 

Not in its long and honorable history has the 
United States Navy been called upon to do 
such a job as it faces today. 

The Navy has, and probably will, in co- 
operation with air power of both Army and 
Navy forces, continue to bear the brunt of the 
task for some time. First of all, the Navy must 
be an offensive and defensive force. The Navy 
has seen that lines of supply are kept open. 
The Navy is the backbone of all defensive plans 
of the Nation. 

While it is true that this war has changed 
many*ideas about fighting and the types of 
weapons and ships with which to fight, one 
fact does remain regardiess of those changes. 
That is the fact that the Navy must have men. 
A fighting force of Navy men totaling 1,000,000 
is needed now.

Its less than 2,000,000 membership pre- 
tends to speak for a country of 390,000,000 peo- 
ples speaking 250 languages, 

Ghandi knows that India is not ready for 
independence. He knows his small party can- 
not control India or rule it. 

The world is coming to see that despite the 
errors and the instances of oppression in Eng- 
lish rule, that England has been right in not 
granting complete independence. It is ob- 
vious, from Gandhi’s foolish and fanatical 
statement that England is right in not grant- 
ing dominion status. 

The great mass of 390,000,000 persons, torn 
and divided by casts, religion and languages 
certainly is not ready to govern itself. Yet 
Gandhi says the country must have inde- 
pendence—not the status of a dominion such 
as Canada and Australia enjoy—or he and his 
party will welcome the Japanese.

WASHINGTON PARADE 
By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 


MacLEISH PLAINT WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—Mr. Archibald 
MacLeish, the librarian of congress and 
assistant director of the new Office of War Information, has ex- 
pressed amazement that some member of the corps of Washington 
correspondents, whom he flatteringly describes as the “‘ablest” press 
representatives on earth, has not written an 

adequate story on wartime Washington. 


Somehow the queer notion has been per- 
mitted to creep abroad in the land, he says, 
that Washington is different from the rest of 
the country, even alien to it—‘‘a bureaucracy 
or a congress which the people should watch 
with suspicion, and perhaps with actual dis- 
trust.” 

If the omission charged by Mr. MacLeish is 
true, it is probably due to the fact that Wash- 
ington correspondents have been too busy writ- 
ing about the piece-meal changes that have 
come over Washington to consider it in its 
broader, and as as yet unfinished, perspective. 

The city and the huge governmental ma- 
chine which it accommodates is still in the 
process of war evolution. New defense agencies 
are continually being created. New employes 
are coming in at the rate of 6,000 monthly—

Injuries on Job Increase | 
Only 5 Per Cent, 
Survey Shows. 


War production in Georgia for 
the first six months of 1942 
brought an increase in employ- 
ment of almost 25 per cent over 
the first half of last year. Injuries 
on the job were up Jess than 5 
per cent. 

Figures released from the La- 
bor Department in Washington 
yesterday showed employment had 
increased by 24.9 per cent, while 
injuries amounted to only 4.2 more 
than last year. 

For 19 industrial states, Secre- 
tary Perkins said employment was 
25 per cent higher than last year 
and injuries were up 17 per cent. 
Georgia had the smallest injury 
increase of any state in the east 
except Virginia. 

Of the states covered, Oregon 
had the largest jump in employ- 
ment and the smallest increase in 
injuries. Employment climbed 40.3 
per cent, while injuries were up 
only 1.7 per cent.

California seédless grapes are 
beginning to come in small quap- 
tities now, but Atlanta house- 
wives can expect to pay more 
for them this season—between 17 
and 20 cents per pound—because 
of the labor shortage 
coast.

Snap beans, 
green corn, Irish potatoes and 
eggplant are also plentiful and 
cheap; and green peppers, the 
giant size at three for a dime, are 
a bargain buy. 

The price on Elberta peaches is 
low now, but expected to go up 
at- the end of the week; whereas 
squash, which is high now ($2.50 
to $3 a bushel) is expected ,to be 
cheaper on the weekend. A full 
stock of tomatoes, butterbeans 
and crowder peas are available at 
reasonable prices.

Sharp Reduction Also 
Reported in 25 
Other States. 


Gasoline tax collections for 
June, 1942, in 26 states were 17 
per cent less than June, 1941, it 
was disclosed yesterday by the 
Public Roads Administration of 
the Federal Works Agency. 


Reduction in states in the gaso- 
line rationing area ranged from 
22 per cent in Virginia and Geor- 
gia to 31 per cent in Rhode Island. 

In most states taxes on May 
gasoline sales cre paid to the state 
in June, the June figures largely 
reflecting May consumption. 

The collections indicates the ef- 
fectiveness of steps being taken to 
conserve motor vehicles, gasoline 
and tires, public roads officials 
pointed out. It is believed that a 
great many people no longer use 
cars for non-essential uses, the 
agency pointed out, since the use 


over the same period last year. 
This conclusion is supported by 
a decrease of 21.6 per cent in ve- 
hicles counted at 514 stations on 
rural highways in 43 states in 
May, 1942, compared with the 
correspénding period in 1941. 
There was a 30.7 per cent re- 
duction in vehicles counted at 205 
points on gural highways in 18 
states in June, 1942, compared 
with June, 1941. Greater reduic- 
tions on state highways were re- 
ported by New England states, 
Maine reporting 39 per cent, Con- 
necticut 40.3, Massachusetts 41.9 
and New Hampshire 48.8. 
Reduction in gasoline taxes paid 
in June, 1942, compared with June 
1941 in Alabama was 4.97 per 
cent, Georgia 21.64, Mississippi

Many 
physicians are convinced that the 
infection responsible for the bron- 
chial cavities or pockets or dila- 
tations cames from the sinuses. 
Hence it ts important to investi- 
gate the nasal sinuses in every 
case of bronchiectasis and if sinu- 
sitis is found present treat it vig- 
orously, especially when the bron- 
chiectasis is not of many years 
standing, Bronchiectasis occurs in 
children, youths, young adults and 
elderly folk, 

First thing every morning one 
with bronchiectasis should either 
stand on his head for a while or lie 
across the bed with elbows resting 
on floor, to favor drainage of the 
night’s accumulation of fluid from 
the bronchiectasis pockets or cavi- 
ties and its expulsion with a hearty 
spell of coughing. 

Not forced breathing, not deep 
breathing, but natural belly 
breathing should be practiced reg- 
ularly several times a day.

Tells How 
To Develop 
Trim Legs

Do you want to get rid of that 
extra chin, take up the slack in 
your triceps, streamline the mid- 
section, and get beautiful legs all 


on the double quick? Well, I’ve 
got the formula. I got it from one 
of Uncle Sam’s soldiers. I met him 
on a train. 

He says the way to get the most 
out of exercise is to work the an- 
tagonistic muscles—to pull one 
way and push the other, about the 
same as in a tug of war. As an 
amateur prize fighter, he scoffed 
at the sissy exercise I’d have you 
take. For every streamliner I had 
to suggest, he offered a tougher 
version, You can take your choice, 
You'll get results—but good— 
either way. The easy ones will 
take a bit longer, perhaps, but 
you'll have to work harder at the 
fighter’s alternative set. : 

For instance, we started with 
the chin. One way to tone those 
droopy muscles is to tense them, 
then slowly turn your head side- 
ward until you are looking back 
over one shoulder. 

But he claims you can get rid 
of a double chin twice as fast by 
doing it this way: Cup your chin 
in your right hand, tense the mus- 
cles of your throat, and then as 
you turn your head over the right 
shoulder, push forcibly with the 
cupped right hand. .T-u-r-n! 

See what he means? He says 
that one gets every muscle from 
your chin to your waist! 

We compromised on the one for 
the upper arms and shoulders. I 
think one of the best is to stand 
away from a wall but facing it, 
palms of hands on wall, shoulder- 
level, and to keep your. back 
straight as you lean forward to 
touch chest to wall.

he recommen@s? Just lying face 
downward on the floor § full- 
length, and pushing up with your 
arms to lift your body off the floor 
25 times. I told him if you could 
do that 25 times, you didn’t need 
any such exercise! 

To streamline the midriff, I pro- 
posed the one in which you lie on 
your back on the floor, stretched 
to full extension, and come up to 
a sitting position. But he says 
that is too easy and do it this way:
